T HE OLT-OF-HOME Measurement Bureau has re¬ 
cently released information detailing daily effective 
circuiation (DEC) for 58 markets in the past three 
years. According to Julian Sloan, managing director 
of the OMB, neariy 32,000 eight-sheet panels have 
been audited, reaching a total urban population of 72.2 million 
people. Of particular interest is the medium's penetration into 
the Hispanic and black markets. Since 1985, when the new 
revised audit came into usage. 7500 panels directed to blacks 
and 4900 panels directed to Hispanics have been audited.
